Bill Topic: ATTORNEY GENERAL JURISDICTION REGULATE ARCHITECTS  

Summary of  
Fiscal Impact: 

No fiscal impact.  The bill revises erroneous language in statute pertaining to powers 
and duties of the attorney general.  This bill is assessed as having no fiscal impact.

Summary: 

No appropriation is required.  

Fiscal Note 
Status: 

The fiscal note reflects the introduced bill, which was recommended by the Statutory 
Revision Committee. 

Summary of Legislation 

The bill corrects a statutory reference pertaining to powers and duties of the Attorney General. 

Specifically, the bill strikes “part 3” of article 120 of title 12 and replaces it with “part 4”.  

Assessment of No Fiscal Impact 

The bill corrects an erroneous reference in statute.  It does not change any practices for the Attorney 

General’s Office and has no impact on state revenues or expenditures.  

Effective Date 

The bill takes effect 90 days following adjournment of the General Assembly sine die, assuming no 

referendum petition is filed. 
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The revenue and expenditure impacts in this fiscal note represent changes from current law under the bill for each 
fiscal year.
